Have been giving my Reafons, Gentle- 
men, why the prefent Miniftry, by 
which the Affairs of the Government 
here have for fome Years~been mana- 
ged, ought, «cording to the Motion pubkfh'd in 
a late Speech, to be changed, and turned our, 
or petitioned out, @. And I was now of 
Courfe to tell you according to my Promife, 
_ who were fit to be put into their Rooms—But 
aponfecond Thoughts, and left you thould 
‘not think my former Reafons for difmiffing 
thefe great People cogent enough, having not 
‘enumerated the Perfons, except three or four 
of them ; I think to corroberate, as the Learn- 
ed call it, it will be needful to go on with 
thofe Reafons—— And tell you in the Grofs 
¢oncefning them all together, why the Mthiftry, 
Quatenus Miniftry,ought really to be turnd out, 
-&c. And as the Circumftances are very ob- 
ious, I need not go far about for Reafons, 
and therefore in fhort, 


-1. The Miniffry ought to be turn’d our, 
becaufe that like falfe Traytors* ta.our Sove- 
raign Lady, the High Church, which according to 
the Worthy Dodwell,is the only true Church of Eng- 
land ; y haye'revolted frora their A ies 
ance to the Fundamental Laws of Tyranny 
and Perfecution ; and nor having the Fear of 
GOD before their Eyes, but. moved by the 
Inftigation of the Devil, have wickedly, ma- 
licioufly,traiteroufly, &c, taken up Arms in 
Behalf of an invading Foreigner, call.d 
MODERATION, ‘with his two abominable 
Confederates Toleration and Occafional-onfor- 
mity; and having by their aforefaid Rebellion 
and Treafon, oppreffed and redyc’d the {aid 
High-Church, have in a forgible Manner intre- 
duced thefe Invaders, clothed them with 
Laws, Acts of Parliament, and all the pre- 
tended Sandions of Civil Authority, to the 
manjfeft Terror of Her Majefty‘s Licge 
Peoplé, and her beft Subjects the High Fhyr , 


and 
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and to the Ruin aad Deftruction of their 
confederated and late flourifhing Party the 
Facobites, who under their Protection were 
beginning to re-eftablith the right Intereft in 
the Nation; and this isa good Reafon for 
removing them. ~ o 

2. This corrupt and wicked Miniftry ought 
to be turn’d out, becaufe as wicked and evil 


Councellors, they have impofed upon her 
Majefty, and prevail‘d upon her by their Ad- 
vice to joyn witkythem again thefe her afore- 


faid Friends, who were the beft Foundation of 
her Government, and beft Support to her 
Intereft , and thereby they have wickedly 
prevented the good and growing Pofture of 
thofe Defigns, which by our Blefhing upon her 
Majefty‘s Concurrence, yb long e‘re now 
have put anEndto all iferics and Difafters 
of this unhappy War. (1.) By eftablishin 
the faid Dodgteltian Church of Englind@ a fu 
and finiaterrupted Authority, and fetling a 
compleat Conformity and Obedience, both 
to her Doctrine and Difcipline, «ll the Dif- 
Sfenters having as defpicable Rebels and. Ver- 
mine of the common Wealth, been ¢ffectual- 
Peat and rooted out. (2.) By furren- 
dring to France a few trifling Articles, fuch as 
the Safety of remote Princes and States, and 
the Coneern for the Proteftant Religion a- 
broad, Things we have neshing to de with, and mill 
wever be able to defend, and fo by putting our 
felves out. of this unhappy Confederacy, give 
the Nation Peace the thorteft Way 3 all which 
laudable Defigns have been interrupted by 
this Miniftry, and therefore they ought {pee- 
dily to be removed. 

3- This Miniftry.onghtt to be changed, for 
tha¢ as wicked‘and evil’ Councellors about'her 
Majefty, they. have contmually advifed, her 
Majef¥y to thofe unhappy Expreifions in her 
Speeckes fo Parlrament, relating. to Difkenters 
and the Toleration, and to Peace and Union, 
which giving a Liberey to the Miffonftructi- 
ons and falfe Glpies af thefé evil Councellors 
and their Party have been wrefted and. chang- 
ed contrary to her Majefty’s pious Iatencions, 
(as we vainly hopedy. to. the diftouraging of 
the moft zealous and moft. faithful of her 
Loyal Subjects, who fSr efpoufieg her true 
Intereft have been opprobrioyfly treated, and 
branded’ with the new invented Scandal of 
High Flyers; nor, have they. refted till they 
brought her Majefty. to efpoute the hated 
Toleration of Peinaticly in fuch an unheard 
of Manner, aa to promife to maintain at IN 
VIOLABLY} tH which Word, Care had 
been talten to put fuch Interpretation upon 
ail the Promifes of that Kind, as might eafi- 
Kp have deliver*d her Majefty from all Man 


ner of Bondage or Subjection to the Terms of 
thofe State-Speeches; Things which in for- 
mer Times we have always made eafie to our 
Princes. 

4- This abominable Mimiftry, in whofe 
Management all our Mifcarriages center, 
ought to be forthwith chang’d, for that con- 
trary to the true Intent and Meaning of the 
Church of England, and of all the true Poli- 
ticks ef her Profeffors, and contrary to her 
plain Conftitution ; ftill according 10 Dodmell; 
they have with all their cunning and pernici- 
ous Arts brought over the Nation hy pretend- 
ed Laws, Statutes, and Acts of Parliament; 
to foreclofe the right Line of our Princes; 
and excluding the Legal Defcent and Lawful 
Heirs, have hazarded the very Souls of a 
the Englifh Nation, by making them abjure 
their native Prince ; which Matter,had it not 
been vilely and fraudulently difapvointed by 
thefe evil Councellors, was ready to be propofed 
by her Majefty‘s moft faithful Subjeds of the 
High Church, in a Manner fo perfectly agreeable 
to Juftice, that the Lineul Defcens of our law- 
ful Princes had been preferv’d, and yet her 
Majefty‘s Poffeflion fecur’d for ber Lifes But 
thefe wicked Councellors, pretending that 
this masefixft ro acknowledge the QUEEN to be an 
Ufurper, and make her only Tenant for Life, and 
fo have expofed her Perfor to rhofe that mighe 
attempt to fhortes THE LEASE ; upon fuch 
weak and trivial Surmifes. and reviving the 
abhorred Pofition of Parliamentary Limita- 
tions, they have wickedly amd abominably 
transferr’d the Succeflion of the Ciown upon 
another Dutch Race, whofe remote Pretenfrons 
have no other Claim: than what is buile 
upon that accurfed Principle, whict brought 
bo pafs the Revolucion. 

5- Thete pernicious Caunceilors oxght to 
be rurn‘d out with Contempt fer that.to 
the Eminent.Hazard of the Church of. Exg- 
hand, fill as befave umierftood. they have con- 
trived, carry’d on, aad compleated that fetal 
Confederacy with Sifmencke and HeréstéRs: 
callid: THE UNION: A Treaty, whith 
when by the Intereftiand Contrivance of the 
fame reftlefs Padtinn it had frequently been 
brought upon the Stage in former times. like 
an untimely Birth. was always made abortive hy 
the conftaee Vigilance and Application of 
eur pom and: zealoys Brethren of she- Bigh 
Chure >; and particularlyin-the firftnd mot 
Glorious Yeur of her Majefty‘s Reign. when 
the Banter of a Treaty began to be broughe 
about again— Burto itis, that m this unha 
PY and perncious Management~ thefe things 

ave beencarry’d.on with all Sorts of Cunning 
and Application, and thatar is all: owing to 
thes 
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this Miniftry, ts plainly prov’d, for that rbe 
QUEEN is a Princess of that confummate W:flom, 
as not todo any thing mitbowt the Advice of ber 
Minifiry. 

There are a great many other Reafons to 
be given, why thofe People thould be dif- 
miis‘d, and why they fhould be changed, s£ 
mean of the Jaume Kind with thofe already named ; 

t Tam not for ae into all the Particu. 
lars, I hope thefe may futfice to convince any 
feafonable Perfon of it, and. Fdoubr nor, but 
’ when thofe whom-it may concern, shall meet 
with thefe. Heads, and duly confider them, 
Ways and Means may be found out to make 
the Nation eafie in this Cafe. 

But I cannot omit two particular Reafons, 
why this Matter thould be expedited, and 
why thefe great People thould be put out,mith 
more Speed than wfual ; which at this! time is 
very matéyial to the Caufe we are now pure 
faing. and thefe Reafons refpect our Succeffes 
abroad both Good and Bad. 

¥. Our good Suticlfis: This unhappy Mini- 
ftry, without whote Advice poring is dene, 
have not only been“the Men. under whofe 
Management the great and fatal Articles of 
Blenbeim and Rameilices were to our terrible 
Mortification brought te pals 3 . by whofe 
Arts the FT) =o = ma . 
the Pruffian and Heffian Troops fent into. Fred: 
mont, 2 Dure eo wy reftor‘d) the French 
beaten out of [ra!y: the Seedes comply’d with 
in Germany, the Duke of Hinncyer prevaid 
with to command the Imperial Army, the 
People of Neufchattr! cur’ from the French, 
and a thaufand firgh unhappy Things broughe 
ta pats; bus whach is till’ work of all, the 
Meafures of the next Cantpaign’ lie fo for- 
ward in order to retrieve the laft, that we 
are not without-juft Apprehenfions, that if 
thefe People proceed in the fame Steps they 
have begun in. they will. bring” Us. and: our 
Friends abroad fo-low, that it may hereafter 
Be to mo Purpofe to make Speeches to get them out 
Strd-our Cale may be irretrievably loft ; and 
tho’ the Inftances of this are but teo plain, 
and heed very htrle iluftration, yet the Pre 

arations ay eed Spainto put that young 

‘atruder Charles IIT. in a Pofture to recover 
himfelf the Affiftance they are going te give 
to the King of Portr-zgl, wbom we mere in Hopes 
re réduce to a Neutrality, the reftoring Affairs 
on the Rbine. and thé Refolutionsto fupport 
the Duke of Suvey, are fuch Articies, as no 
erue Enghl&. High Chrch Marw-can be ‘pleas‘d 
with. or-acquiefce in; and-therefore no Body 
can blamé us for muftering up all guar new 
Friends, and utl ow old Ones 400, if ble to 
ger rhele People out. 


2. As to our bad Succeffer: They are.our Ar- 
guments tothe Whigs, and by which we ery re 
cajole them into.the old National Error of 
Murmurjng and Difcontent; ‘tis an. Atgu- 
mrent ad Hominem, to fay thefe People Mould 
be turn‘d out for Want of Succefs ; for why 
fhould unlucky Agents any more than un- 
faithful Agents be emplay‘d? Befides, if they 
are not unlucky to you, they. are fo co us

When our Money 1s fpent, out? Ticufurerst 
When our Defigns mifcarry, our Secreravies 
And when our. Armies are beaten, aur Gene: 
rails! “Tis the only Way to “quicken Men in 
feels Duty and encourage honcft gnd valuaa 

yle Men to ferve-us ;. belides, what are forty 
Mulbre‘s, and Gallways; and Shovels, ih fuch a 
Nation as Ours, where we have “fgch Choice 
of Generals, and fich 2 Number.of Admi- 
rals, in Condud& and Experience excelling alt 
the World?. We. ought to make nothing to 
difgrace and:throw out fuch People as they. 
a Dezen or two at a Time, as often as they ¢o 
swt pleafe us, and that to be as. often as ever 
ed want Succefs,

waiting, fora little Wind——- Would nor 
the Wind blow fair for your Genergis fy, 
“tis a Signum what Generals you choofe— Turn them 
gut, and putcin fuch’as the Wind will blow 
for ; that‘s the Way we are pleading for, and 
’twill never, be good Tames rif u do fo-— 
But thefe are thé Mh that are’pur'in by our 
Minitry, and Hine Ille Licryma, we cannot 
get-{ych People, turn‘d ddt——_—. "Phis op- 
happy Miniftry- won't doit; no, tho® the 
Men age fuch they put in, -as can‘t~ piake a 
little, Wrid blow for them: We arc like 
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tohave good Succeeds indeed, while {uch Peo-
